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AN ACT in relation to the adm nistration and funding of

the Illinois Comerce Conm Sssion.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of [Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Public Uilities Act is anended by addi ng

Section 2-301 as foll ows:

Sec. 2-301. Filing fees.

(a) In addition to any other fees and taxes inposed

pursuant to this Act, the Conmssion is authorized to

establish by rule filing fees for the following filings,

irrespective of whether those filings are nade by electronic

means or ot herw se:

(1) the filing of any rate;

(2) the filing of contracts with custonmers when the

filing is required or permtted by this Act or by a rate

on file pursuant to this Act;

(3) the filing with a public utility's rates of any

muni ci pal ordinance, as required by this Act or by rule

of the Conm ssion;

(4 the filing of any petition or application for

special permssion for the filing of such tariffs,

contracts, or ordi nances;

(5) the filing of any annual report required by

this Act or by rule of the Conm ssion;

(6) the filing of any annual certification required

by this Act or by rule of the Conm ssion; and

(7) the filing of any application, petition,

conplaint, negotiated agreenent, arbitrated agreement, or

any other pleading, docunent, or witing that initiates a

contested case, licensing proceeding, rulenaking, rate
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proceeding, declaratory ruling proceeding, or ot her

f or mal Conmi ssi on pr oceedi ng, except a proceeding

initiated by the Conm ssion itself.

The Conmi ssion nay provide by rule for reasonabl e wai vers

of, or reductions in, these fees. Al such waivers or

reductions nust apply equally to all public utilities and

tel ecommuni cations carriers. The Conmi ssion shall provide by

rule that no filing fees shall be charged under this Section

to any muni ci pality, county, or "statutory consuner

protecti on agency" as that termis defined in Section 9-102.1

of this Act.

(b) The initial fees established by the Conmi ssion shal

be set at anpbunts reasonably <calculated, on the basis of

reasonable projections based wupon infornation for the npst

recent 12-nonth period available at the tine the Conm ssion's

rul es are proposed, to produce revenues equal to $500, 000 per

vear. The Conmi ssion may anend the rules as necessary to

adjust the fees to refl ect reasonabl e projections based upon

newer information as it becones avail able to produce revenues

of $500, 000 per vear. This shall not be alimtation on the

anmount of fees actually collected by the Comm ssi on under

this Section. Al fees collected by the Comm ssi on under this

Section shall be deposited in the Public UWility Fund in the

State treasury. The Conmi ssion shall account separately for

all npneys received under this Section, and shall expend

t hose nmoneys only for the purposes of <creating and

maintaining one or nore electronic systens for the filing,

mai nt enance, st or age, and retrieval of docunents and

information, including without limtation rates, contracts,

ordi nances, reports, certifications, petitions, applications,

conplaints, negotiated agreenents, arbitrated agreenents,

pl eadings, witings, and all evidence and docunents that are

part of the Commi ssion's record in formal proceedi ngs. Moneys

recei ved by the Comm ssion under this Section shall not at
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any tine be appropriated or diverted to any other use or

(c) Upon failure to pay an applicable filing fee for any

docunent under this Section, the Connission shall nei t her

allow the filing nor entertain a proceeding concerning the

docunent. No prescribed tine limt inposed on the Conmi ssion

or its proceedings begins to run until the applicable filing

fee is paid. In addition, and without limting any power of

the Conm ssion under any other Section of this Act to revoke,

rescind, or reconsider any certificate i ssued under this Act,

failure to pay any filing fee for an annual report or annual

certification required by this Act or by Commssion rule

shal | be qgrounds for the revocation or suspension of the

non-paying entity's certificate of public convenience and

necessity, certificate of service authority, certificate

authorizing operations as a common carrier by pipeline, or

other franchise, license, permt, or right to own, oper at e,

manage, or control any public utility, tel ecommuni cati ons

carrier, common carrier by pipeline, or alternative retai

el ectric supplier.

(d) This Section is repealed effective July 1, 2008. | f

the Conmi ssion has collected fees in an aggregate anpunt that

equals or exceeds $2,500,000 before July 1, 2008, it shal

cease to collect fees under this Section as soon as is

practicable, but in no event later than 45 days after the

aggr egat e anount col | ected equal s or exceeds $2, 500, 000.
